• UNIVERSITY students will 
march to the polls Thursday 
and Friday to choose candidates 
from among their ranks to rep-' 
resent them in the Student 
Council during the 1942-43 
school year. 

Competing for the highest 
post on the Council — that of 
president — will be Bob Geran, 
Aaron Layne and Kim Vought. The 1 
final ballot will find two of these 
candidates in office. Under the new 
merit system of elections the two 
prealdential candidates receiving 
the highest number of votes will 
fill the president and vice-president 
apots. 

IS Candidates Approved 

The Qualifications Committee met 
laat Friday and approved the peti- 
tions of 18 students for the slate 
of the eight Council office!. 

Roy Baker and Harold Bobys will 
oppose one another for the comp- 
troller position, while Charlotte 
Patterson and Helen Duckson will 
vie for the secretaryship. Other 
candidates include: for social chair- 
man, Pat Orr and Jim Bacon; for 
program director. Sarah Jane Wil- 
liams and Jean Nessell; for fresh- 
man director, Eileen Shanahan, 
Barbara Simons and Bob Howard; 
for publicity director, Fred King- 
man and Alice Waldron. Entering 
the race without opposition are 
Pgul McClenon fo r ac tivities di- 
rector, Ellis Hall fdP^fcdvocate. 

Activity Book Required 

Balloting will take place Thursday 
and Friday between 8:30 a.m. and 
1 p.m. and 4:15 and 7:30 p.m. The 
Hall of Government and the Law 
and Medical Schools have been 
designated as the polling sites. 

To qualify for voting, students 
must present their second semester 
activity books, which must be 
signed In advance by the voter. 
At the polls the voter will be re- 
quested to sign ticket number 20, 
and this signature will be com- 
pared with the one appearing on 
the book before he may be qualified 
to cast his ballot. To guard against 
any possible ballot stuffing, the ac- 
tivity books will be checked for 
ownership. 

Bill Stell. at Student Council ad- 
vocate. will head the Elections 
Committee. This group will have 
complete control and supervision 
of the race. Other members of the 
committee include Mina Brown, W. 
H. Johnson and Otis Wilson. A 
fifth member, who will be selected 
from one of the religious organiza- 
tions on the campus, will be named 
this week. Two of the other mem- 
bers of the committee will repre- 
sent the Greek-letter organizations, 
one the student body at large, and 
one the Student Council. 

Records of Presidential Seekers 

Presidential candidate Bob Geran 
Is a Junior and is serving this year 
as vice-president of the Council and 
director of the University’s civilian 
defense organization. He is a mem- 
ber of ODK and Gate and Key, and 
ha» twice been president of TKE. 
Geran is also taking part in varsity 
debate. 

Aaron Layne, also a junior, is 
advertising manager of The 
Hatchet and manager of the base- 
ball team. He is a member of ODK 
and served one term as treasurer 
of Phi Sigma Kappa. Layne man- 
aged the triumphant Colonial bas- 
ketball team last winter. 

Kim Vought is a member of the 
Junior class and is frosh director 
of the Student Council. He is as- 
sociated with ODK. Gate and Key, 
Delta Pi Epsilon, and Sigma Nu. 
Last Christmas he headed the Uni- 
versity's food drive.

Ads Takes Second

• THE UNIVERSITY Hatchet 
was rated the best all-around 
paper in the Class A division of 
the Intercollegiate Newspaper 
Association of the Middle At- 
lantic states which met here 
Friday and Saturday. 

Melvin Bers, member of The 
Hatchet Board of Editors, was 
elected vice-president of INA. 
He will succeed Bruce Skaggs, a 
former Hatchet editor who held the 
post since last spring. 

In addition to a plaque for all- 
around excellence, The Hatchet re- 
ceived a cup "for outstanding edi- 
torial page" and tied with the 
Drexel University Triangle for the 
best college sports coverage of all 
papers in the association. 

Hatchet Won More In 1941 

The Hatchet placed second in 
advertising and third in news cov- 
erage. The Lehigh University 
Brown and White received the cup* 
for outstanding work in these fields. 

Last fall, The Hatchet captured 
the news cup, only division in 
which It was entered. Thi* year’s 
success Is matched only by the 1941 
convention at Lehigh at which The 
Hatchet won three out of the four 
cup* awarded. It placed first In 
news, sports, and advertising, and 
received second place in the edi- 
torial field. 

Under the Class B Division of 
college newspaper*, Gettysburg 
College was awarded cup* this year 
for excellence In every field except 
sport*. In the latter, It tied for 
first place with Muhlenberg Col- 
lege. 

Schwenk Elected President 

In presenting the awards at the 
convention’s closing banquet Satur- 
day evening, Kenneth Kost, execu- 
tive secretary of INA from Lehigh, 
said that Gettysburg’* accomplish- 
ment was unequalled in the history 
of INA contests. 

John Schwenk of Muhlenberg 
College was Installed as the new 
president of INA Saturday to suc- 
ceed John Roach of Lehigh Uni- 
versity. Virginia Quinn of Hood 
College was elected secretary. 

Some 50 editors from 16 colleges 
in the Middle Atlantic states, who 
attended the convention, met in 
the Hall of Government and the 
Hatchet office Friday afternoon for 
round-table discussions on the vari- 
ous phases of newspaper work. 

Censorship Aide Speaks 

Resolutions emerging from the 
discussions Included a condemnation 
of censorship by faculty advisors 
and a pledge from all college papers 
to aid In the sale of war bonds and 
stamps.* 

Ted Koop, assistant to Director 
Byron Price of the Office of Cen- 
sorship, and guest speaker at the 
convention banquet, Instructed the 
Journalists on the role censorship 
should play in college newspapers. 

Mr. Koop explained that college 
and alumni publications can reveal 
more dangerous Information than 
the average daily. 

"Enemies can determme the loca- 
tion of x troops by merely piecing 
together bits of information like 
the fact that Private Joe Doakes ia 
moving to Australia," he said. 

The censorship official suggested 
that college editors watch every 
Item In their papers for news that 
might prove helpful to the enemy.

Recognition was afforded out- 
standing sorority wOmen at the 
Panhellenic Prom last Thursday, as 
Delphi tapped and announced at the 
same time its dlssolvement. Flor- 


ida Franklin, president, announced 
that each year two women from 
each sorority would be so recog- 
nized, but as a mere formality. Del- 
phi, as an organization with a pin, 
initiation fee and monthly meet- 
ings, will no longer exist. 

The action was taken In order 
that girls will have more time for 
war work and to save time and ex- 
pense that might be better employ- 
ed in the nation's defense or more 
active organizations.

Delphi was founded at the Uni- 
versity In April, 1931, and consists 
of two members from each social 
sorority. New members are tradi- 
tionally tapped at the Pan-hel prom 
each spring. Delphi awards at Class 
Night ten dollars to the Outstand- 
ing Junior Women with a 2.6 aver- 
age. This prize will continue this 
year as usual, Miss Franklin said.
